

Quebec fires 
threaten N.S.

environment Smoke from 
more than 50 forest fires in 
Quebec is threatening to af¬ 
fect air quality in Nova Sco¬ 
tia. 

According to a release is¬ 
sued by Environment Cana¬ 
da yesterday morning, the 
fires raging across Quebec’s 
northern and central 
regions have produced “sig¬ 
nificant” plumes of smoke 
that appear to be travelling 
east. 

Environment Canada 
warned of reduced air qual¬ 
ity, especially in Nova Sco¬ 
tia’s western region, for 
yesterday morning and 
evening. Quebec’s forest 
fire fighting agency report¬ 
ed 52 fires burning as of 
mid-afternoon on Saturday. 
Firefighters from Quebec, 
New Brunswick, New 
Hampshire and Maine have 
been battling the blazes.

Two bodies 
recovered 
after plane 
crash in 
Labrador 

n.l. A search and rescue 
helicopter has recovered 
the bodies of two people 
killed when their small 
plane went down in east¬ 
ern Labrador. 

Jeri Grychowslci of the 
rescue co-ordination cen¬ 
tre in Halifax said the 
first body was removed 
late Friday night from the 
area roughly 90 
kilometres west of 
Cartwright. 

“They returned to the 
site of the crash (on Satur¬ 
day) and were able to ex¬ 
tract the second body,” 
Grychowslci said in an in¬ 
terview. 

“The recovery is 
complete.” 

She did not have any in¬ 
formation about the iden¬ 
tities of the victims, 
adding that the matter 
was in the hands of the 
RCMP. 

Grychowslci said the 
downed aircraft was 
located at about 10 p.m. 
Friday, but the pilot and 
passenger on the twin-en¬ 
gine Piper were both 
dead. 

The plane is owned by 
North Wind Aviation of 
Happy-Valley Goose Bay. 

The charter flight origi¬ 
nally left Happy Valley- 
Goose Bay en route to 
Cartwright on 
Wednesday. 

The search effort on 
Thursday had been ham¬ 
pered by fog, high winds, 
freezing rain and snow. 

Details on what may 
have caused the plane to 
crash have not been 
released, the Canadian press

Whalen’s job axed 

MLA, Liberal party say move just a case of simple restructuring

Diana Whalen has been 
removed from the 
position of deputy leader 
of the Liberals. 

Liberal Leader Stephen 
McNeil eliminated the po¬ 
sition, held by Whalen for 
the past three years, on 
May 19. According to Mc¬ 
Neil, the move was simple 
restructuring and had 
nothing to do with 
Whalen refusing to pub¬ 
licly support him in the 
run-up to his leadership re¬ 
view. 

“This was really just the 


sharing of the workload,” 
said McNeil. “Since 
(2009’s) general election, 
we now have more 
members in metro, 
all of whom have a 
year under their 
belt, have per¬ 
formed very well in 
two sittings of the 
legislature, and 
have taken on some 
of the (deputy Diana 
leader’s) responsibil¬ 
ity.” 

Whalen also played 
down the move yesterday, 
saying the position was 
never meant to be perma¬ 
nent. 

“That title (of deputy 


leader) was never used in 
the past in our party,” she 
said. “It was a courtesy ex¬ 
tended after the 
leadership race in 
2007 ... It seems like 
a natural thing to 
phase that title out.” 

McNeil defeated 
Whalen in a 2007 
race to lead the Lib¬ 
erals by a second 
Whalen ballot vote of 718- 
650. She said McNeil 
created the position of 
deputy leader to promote 
party unity and inclusion 
after a close race. 

May 15’s leadership re¬ 
view, however, was any¬ 
thing but split — McNeil 


handily won the vote of 
confidence, with 83 per¬ 
cent of Nova Scotian Grits 
endorsing him. He said the 
strong endorsement 
proved the Liberals are 
unified in moving forward. 

But despite the new mes¬ 
sage of cordiality between 
McNeil and Whalen, the 
last month has been some¬ 
what rocky. 

Whalen, along with 
MLAs Michel Samson and 
Wayne Gaudet, refused to 
publicly endorse McNeil in 
the weeks before his May 
15 leadership review, say¬ 
ing they did not want to in¬ 
fluence rank and file mem¬ 
bers.

Garden gets growing 

50 kids plant seeds at community plots

The green space across 
Uniacke Square came to 
life on Saturday. 

Fifty kids who signed up 
for this summer’s garden¬ 
ing program planted their 
seeds for the year and made 
it a party. Parents held a 
barbecue on the grass and 
played music while the kids 
dug in the garden plots in 
the green space on 
Brunswick Street beside St. 
Patrick’s-Alexandra school. 

Youth co-ordinator 
Shawn Parker said the kids 
plant vegetables and herbs, 
tend to the garden all sum¬ 
mer, then make and sell sal¬ 
ad dressing in the fall. 

“We donated the pro¬ 
ceeds from the sales back 
into the programs in the 
community and the kids 
that took part in the pro¬ 
gram got an honorarium 
with the hope they’d spend 
it on school supplies.” 

This is the third year of 
the program and Parker 
said it’s done wonders for 
inner-city kids. 

“It’s given the children a 
chance to do something, to 
be a part of something,” he 
said. 

Vandalism was a big wor¬ 
ry until they came up with 
a simple but effective solu¬ 
tion. 

“We put signs up with 
the kids’ first names. So if 
kids walk by they’ll say, 
‘That’s my niece’ or, ‘That’s 
my cousin.’ It worked,” 
Parker said. 


“I believe in my commu¬ 
nity. Sometimes it gets a 
bad (reputation), but I know 
they’ve got a lot of good 
heart in here.” 

Fifteen-year-old Lisa Fairn 
is back for another year. 

“It’s such a blast,” she 
said. 

“You get to take part in 
something that’s yours and 
meet a bunch of fun chil¬ 
dren.” 

They work in the garden 
two or three times a week 
weeding and planting new 
seeds. Faim said sometimes 
it gets so hot that she just 
wants to go home. 


“But other than that it’s a 
lot of fun. There are so 
many hands that it doesn’t 
seem like a lot of work,” she 
said. 

The kids are given a mar¬ 
keting class before the salad 
dressing is ready to sell and 
Faim said she likes that as¬ 
pect of the program too. 

“We get to see the whole 
business side of things,” she 
said. 

Besides the garden plots 
fenced off for the kids, 
there are 15 plots for fami¬ 
lies who don’t have the ca¬ 
pacity to grow their own 
vegetables where they live.

The newest room in the 
Lord Nelson may not be 
as luxurious as the hotel's 
guests have come to 
expect. But it's strong 
enough to withstand 
hurricane-force winds 
or a minor earthquake. 

A full-scale model of the 
transitional housing con¬ 
structed for survivors of 
Januaiy’s earthquake in 
Haiti will be constructed in 
the posh downtown hotel 
as part of a Canadian Red 
Cross-sponsored disaster 
management conference. 

The conference, taking 
place from June 1 to June 3 
in Halifax, will focus on 
the topic of emergency 
shelter. Around 200 partic¬ 
ipants from Canada and 
around the world will dis¬ 
cuss everything from engi¬ 
neering issues to the pro¬ 
tection of children after a 
disaster. 

“Once individuals have 
been displaced ... the first 
thing they’re interested in 
is reconnecting with their 
loved ones,” said Bill 


Canadian funds 

• Of the 30,000 temporary 
housing units planned by the 
International Red Cross, half 
were donated by Canadians 
who gave money to the Red 
Cross in the months follow¬ 
ing January's earthquake. 
Half of those 15,000 shelters 
are planned for the Jacmel 
and Leogane areas, where 
the Canadian Navy did the 
bulk of its aid work in Febru¬ 
ary and March. 

Lawlor, director of disaster 
management for the Red 
Cross. “And secondly, they 
want to know they have a 
safe place to go. So shelter 
is a high priority for the 
Canadian Red Cross.” 

The transitional housing 
units used in Haiti are of 
simple design — a small, 
wooden shelter with a tin 
roof, which can be bolted 
together by hand. Accord¬ 
ing to Lawlor, the struc¬ 
tures provide more securi¬ 
ty and stability to sur¬ 
vivors in the devastated is¬ 
land nation than the tarps 
and tents currently used 
by more than a million 


Haitians. 

According to John L. 
Byrne, Red Cross’ director 
general for Atlantic Cana¬ 


da, the most striking fea¬ 
ture of the shelters is the 
colours. 

“(Earthquake survivors) 


wanted bright colours to 
reflect joy and hope for 
the future,” Byrne said in a 
release.

March confrontation be¬ 
tween a Dartmouth junior 
high principal and a stu¬ 
dent has gone viral. 

The video, obtained and 
posted by Halifax gossip 
magazine Frank, appears to 


show an altercation be¬ 
tween Ken 
Fells, then 
the principal 
of Graham 
Creighton 
Junior High, 
and a stu¬ 
dent. 

The video 
depicts Fells 
attempting to detain the 


student, blocking his path. 
The student appears to 
push Fells arm out of the 
way, before being put in a 
headlock, thrown to the 
ground, and taken down 
the hallway to the office. 
The footage ends there. 

As of yesterday afternoon, 
“Graham Creighton Jr. High 
Video” had received more 
than 73,400 hits on 


YouTube. Commenting on 
the footage has been closed 
by the popular video shar¬ 
ing site. 

Fells was relieved of his 
duties as principal of Gra¬ 
ham Creighton on May 20, 
after a marathon meeting 
of school board officials. 
He remains an employee 
of the Halifax Regional 
School Board.

Two males recovering after separate stabbing incidents

Halifax A Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court judge on 
Friday approved a court or¬ 
der that would require a 
Halifax-based Internet 
provider to reveal the iden¬ 
tity of a customer who 
posted allegedly defamato- 
ly comments about a 15- 
year-old girl on a fake Face- 
book page. 

But a lawyer for the girl’s 
family, Jane O’Neill, told 
court Friday that her 
clients need time to decide 
whether they will use the 
order. 

The prob¬ 
lem, she 
said, is that 
the judge 
hearing the 
case, Justice 
Arthur 
LeBlanc, de¬ 
nied a 
request for 
an order 
that would 
ban the me¬

GUN REGISTRY A positive 
report on Canada's long-gun 
registry was kept secret from 
members of Parliament until 
after a crucial vote in the 
House of Commons, newly dis¬ 
closed documents show. The 
report, which said police were 
using the controversial registry 
more than ever, was required 
by law to be tabled in 
Parliament by last Oct. 22, says 
an internal memo. That was 
well before a private-member's 
bill to scrap the registry went 
to a dramatic vote in the House 
of Commons on Nov. 4. 
FOREIGN AID The federal gov¬ 
ernment is telling other G8 
countries that Canada is will¬ 
ing to put about $1 billion to¬ 
ward maternal and child 
health — as long as other 
countries ante up too, sources 
tell The Canadian Press.

Troops stunned at 
officer’s dismissal 


The abrupt dismissal of 
Canada’s military 
commander in 
Afghanistan over an 
alleged dalliance 
with a subordinate 
left troops in disbe¬ 
lief yesterday, won¬ 
dering what became 
of their leader 
tasked with leading 
them at a critical 
juncture in the war. 

The stunning accu¬ 
sation that Brig.-Gen. 
Daniel Menard en¬ 
gaged in an intimate rela¬ 
tionship with a female 
member of his staff while 
in theatre provided a mo¬ 
mentary distraction amid 
the grisly realities of the 


conflict. 

One young Canadian sol¬ 
dier widened his eyes 
when told of the news be¬ 
fore quickly saying 
he didn't want to 
discuss the matter. 

Another summed 
it up in blunt terms. 

“It’s just 
sad,” said 
the 
troop, 
who de¬ 
clined to 
give his 
name. “I’d rather 
not talk about it.” 

Menard, whose once- 
sparkling career with the 
Canadian Forces dates 
back 26 years, was relieved 


of his command in 
Afghanistan after military 
brass became aware of alle¬ 
gations he was involved in 
a personal relationship 
with a woman. 

Menard joined the Cana¬ 
dian Forces in 1984.

anada, like so many 
other countries 
worldwide, is expe¬ 
riencing workforce 
imbalance. 

As we move through our 
careers, fewer people are 
standing in line to take our 
place. Within the next 
decade or two, the number 
of retired professionals 
will outnumber those 
working.

SION Halifax (fusionhali- 
fax.ca). 

The group developed a 
mentoring program that 
pairs leaders in the com¬ 
munity with individuals 
interested in honing their 
skills, pushing their ca¬ 
reers, and getting some 
sage advice from those 
who have done it before 
them. 


A second program is 
hosted by ISIS, the Immi¬ 
grant Settlement and Inte¬ 
grations Services 

(isisns.ca). This group 
matched new immigrants 
with individuals who have 
experience in Canada in 
their field of work. This 
program helps those new 
to Canada ask questions 
around the cultural experi¬ 
ence of working in these 
roles in Canada, and how 
they can integrate their 
skills into this new envi¬ 
ronment. 

Both programs are ac¬ 
tively looking for both 
mentors and people who 
need mentoring. Take 
some time to consider if 
you have time to help pass 
along your learning to the 
next generation of leaders 
and make a difference in 
Halifax tomorrow, today.

Tories seeking allies for copyright bill 


Faced with an almost guar¬ 
anteed public campaign 
against their new copy¬ 
right legislation, the Con¬ 
servatives are actively 
looking to recruit allies 
across the Commons floor. 

Industry Minister Tony 
Clement told The Canadi¬ 
an Press yesterday he’s 
counting on co-operation 
from one or more of the 
opposition parties. 

“I’m not coming down 
from the mountain with 
this chiselled in stone,” 
Clement said. 

“This bill may have ele¬ 
ments in it where we 
could seek some consen¬ 
sus and there could be 
some positive amend¬ 
ments to this bill. That’s 
certainly in the realm of 
possibility, too, and let the 
process begin.” 

The bill is expected to be 
introduced Thursday, but 
critics are already lining 
up to oppose it. Sources 


have said the legislation 
will make it a crime to 
pick a “digital lock” at¬ 
tached to a piece of music, 
film, electronic game or 
other product. For exam¬ 
ple, overriding the 
copyright code 
on a song to 
burn it to a 
CD would 
violate 
the act. 

Format 
shifting, 
moving 
digital ma¬ 
terial 

around from 
say, a CD to an 
iPod, or burning 
from a PVR to a DVD, 
will be considered legal for 
personal use as long as no 
digital lock is picked. 

That doesn’t sit well 
with many vocal propo¬ 
nents of user rights, who 
say big entertainment 
multinationals will be giv¬ 


en too much sway over 
what Canadians do in 
their own homes, with 
their personal property. 
When the Conservatives 
last tried to introduce 
changes two years 
ago, a massive 
online cam¬ 
paign 
erupted 
to op¬ 
pose it 
and they 
were 
forced 
back to 
the draw¬ 
ing board, 
striking cross¬ 
country consul¬ 
tations and going 
back and forth within cab¬ 
inet. 

The legislation will also 
tinker with the definition 
of “fair dealing,” and is ex¬ 
pected to make it some¬ 
what easier for academic 
institutions to use copy¬ 


righted material without 
breaking the law. 

The bill will also be tech¬ 
nologically neutral, avoid¬ 
ing references to specific 
methods of recording or 
using material so it won’t 
become quickly outdated. 

Clement stresses there 
will be nods to both the 
creators of copyrighted 
material in the legislation, 
and to the consumer. But 
he concedes it’s difficult to 
please everyone. 

Copyright is an all- 
around pain in the neck 
for politicians, who can’t 
seem to find any domestic 
political advantage to 
making changes. The real 
pressure on the Conserva¬ 
tives is to appease the 
Americans and Europeans, 
who view Canada as a 
rogue for not having 
brought its laws into line 
with the rest of the inter¬ 
national community. 
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The reality that the Gulf 
oil leak could keep flowing 
for months 
was setting in 
for some 
sombre 
churchgoers 
in Louisiana.

Latest failure to stem Gulf oil flow leaves few options 

After failing again to stem 
the flow of oil into the 
Gulf of Mexico, BP scram¬ 
bled yesterday to make 
some progress in ending 
the spill that the 
president's top energy ad¬ 
viser said was the biggest 
environmental disaster 
the U.S. has ever faced. 

Six weeks after the spill, 
oil giant BP said that its lat¬ 
est plan to cap the well 
wouldn’t capture all the 
crude fouling the Gulf. And 
the two relief wells current¬ 
ly being drilled — which 
are supposed to be a better 
long-term solution — won’t 
be done for at least two 
months. That means the re¬ 
lief well won’t be complet¬ 
ed until the middle of the

Atlantic hurricane season, 
which begins tomorrow. 
The crude likely won’t af¬ 
fect the formation of 
storms, but the cyclones 
could push the oil deeper 
into coastal marshes and es¬ 
tuaries and turn the oil into 
a crashing black surf. 

The latest effort to curb 
that disaster known 
as the “top kill” 
failed after engi¬ 
neers tried for 
three days to 
overwhelm the 
crippled well 
with heavy drilling 
mud and junk 1,500 
metres underwater. 

The top official in coastal 
Plaquemines Parish said 
news of the top kill failure 


brought tears to his eyes. 

“They are going to de¬ 
stroy south Louisiana. We 
are dying a slow death 
here,” said Billy Nungesser, 
the parish president. “We 
don’t have time to wait 
while they try solutions. 
Hurricane season starts on 
Tuesday.” the associated press 



Pro-Palestinian aid flotilla sets 
sail for blockaded Gaza Strip 


Cyprus Hundreds of pro- 
Palestinian activists, includ¬ 
ing a Nobel laureate and a 
Holocaust survivor, set sail 
yesterday for the Gaza 
Strip, edging closer to an 
expected naval showdown 
with Israeli gunships deter¬ 
mined to stop them. 

HuwaidaArraf, one of the 
organizers, said the six-ship 
flotilla began the journey 
from international waters 
off the coast of Cyprus in 
the afternoon after two 
days of delays. She said they 
expected to reach Gaza, 
about 400 kilometres away, 


today, and that two more 
ships would follow in “a 
second wave.” 

After nightfall, three Is¬ 
raeli navy missile boats left 
their base in Haifa, steam¬ 
ing out to sea to confront 
the activists’ ships. 

The flotilla, which in¬ 
cludes three cargo and 
three passenger ships, is 
trying to draw attention to 
Israel’s three-year blockade 
of the Gaza Strip. The boats 
are cariying materials that 
Israel bars from reaching 
Gaza, like cement.

How zoos are helping endangered species thrive

When Przewalski horses 
galloped across the 
steppe in Mongolia’s Gobi 
desert in 1992, it was a 
sight that hadn’t been 
seen since the 1960s. 

That a few hundred of 
the world’s only remain¬ 
ing true wild horses now 
roam their native Mongo¬ 
lia again is partly thanks to 
dedicated work by conser¬ 
vationists at zoos in sever¬ 
al European countries. 

“They are doing very, 
very well. This is an exam¬ 
ple where zoos have really 
made a difference,” says 
Dr. Gerald Dick, director of 
The World Association of 
Zoos and Aquariums 
(WAZA), based in Geneva. 



He has co-written a 
book, Building a Future for 
Wildlife, highlighting 25 
similar success stories 
where animals have made 
comebacks in their natural 
habitat thanks to breeding 
and reintroduction pro¬ 
grams at zoos and aquari¬ 
ums around the world. 

“Sometimes this is the 
only option you have to 
save a species, at least for 


some time while you’re 
hoping that nature will 
change,” he says. 

Urgently in danger today 
are many of the world’s 
frogs and amphibians. Al¬ 
most a third are at the risk 
of extinction. 

“The amphibians are a 
really important task that 
we have taken on,” says 
Dick. Zoos and aquariums 
are naturally in a good po¬ 
sition to work for conser¬ 
vation because of their ac¬ 
cess to animals and expert¬ 
ise in how to take care of 
them. 

But very important is al¬ 
so their access to the pub¬ 
lic. 

“About 600 million peo¬ 
ple worldwide visit zoos 
every year, we can directly 
inform them and educate 
them,” says Dick.

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An eruption of new travel ideas

We all know the ongoing 
volcanic eruption in 
Iceland has been hugely 
disruptive to European air 
travel. But how is it affect¬ 
ing the air those airplanes 
travel through? 

In terms of greenhouse 
gas, the difference is dra¬ 
matic. Gizmodo.com re¬ 
ported that, at the height 
of the eruption, the vol¬ 
cano was emitting less 
than eight percent of the 
C02 regularly pumped in¬ 
to the sky by all the planes 
that were grounded. That 
enormous, spreading 

plume of ash actually cut 
greenhouse gases over Eu¬ 
rope by more than 200,000 
tons — a day. 

“This just shows how 
polluting the air industry 
really is,” says Joel Willans, 
an author, blogger and 
professional traveler. 
“Thanks to the explosion 
of cheap airlines in Eu¬ 
rope, people jump on 
planes as if they were 
catching a bus. Cheap air¬ 
line tickets really do cost 
the earth.” 

With Clean Air Day com¬ 
ing up on Wednesday, 
Willans has some intrigu¬ 
ing observations on the fu¬ 
ture of commercial avia¬ 
tion. 

“The idea that we can’t 
live without air travel 
strikes me as bizarre when 
you think that commercial 


air travel is only about 70 
years old,” he argues. 
“There are loads of alterna¬ 
tive methods of getting 
around and an increasing 
number of websites cater¬ 
ing for people who are up 
for flightless travel.” 

Willans wrote a piece 
called “Five travel sites for 
the next time the ash hits 
the fan” for his blog at 
ovimapsexplorer.com. For 
travellers willing to sacri¬ 
fice the speed of air travel, 
some intriguing possibili¬ 
ties await. 

“I think people are redis¬ 
covering the joys of slow 
travel. Train, bus and boat 
bookings have increased 
and more and more people 
are holidaying in their 
own countiy. Human be¬ 


ings are incredibly adap¬ 
tive. I spoke to lots of peo¬ 
ple in London who said 


how much they enjoyed 
the disruption, as skies 
were so wonderfully qui¬ 


et.” 

For Willans, travel is as 
much about the journey as 
the destination, 
if “In my experience, the 
> more challenging it is to 
§ get from one place to an- 
| other, the more memo- 
s rable is the holiday,” he 
notes. “You get a far better 
sense of a place travelling 
through it, rather than 
30,000 feet above it.” 

Willans concludes that 
the Iceland eruption’s 
deeper message is a hard 
one to ignore. 

“For our entire techno¬ 
logical prowess, this one 
volcano managed to bring 
the whole of European air¬ 
space to a complete stand¬ 
still. I think natural events 
like this are useful re¬ 
minders that we’re merely 
inhabitants of this planet 
and not its owners.” 


Clean Air Day 

Clean Air Day - officially 
launched in Canada on June 
2,1999 - is a national effort 
to increase public aware¬ 
ness of air quality and cli¬ 
mate change. This popular 
event has inspired local ac¬ 
tivities and initiatives across 
the country. It's also been 
used to launch federal pro¬ 
grams like the One-Tonne 
Challenge, a 2003 effort to 
encourage all Canadians to 
trim greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions.

The tournament isn’t be¬ 
ing played in Canada. The 
Canadian men’s national 
soccer team didn’t qualify 
to participate. 

Yet, the Canadian divi¬ 
sions of major global 
brands, from Coca-Cola to 
Adidas, view the 2010 FIFA 
World Cup as second only 
to the Olympics in terms 
of the opportunity to sell 
everything from soda pop 
to running shoes. 

“It will be the largest in¬ 
dividual property we’ve 
ever invested in. More 
than the new tagline we 
launched five years ago — 
‘Impossible is Nothing,”’ 
says Steve Ralph, president 
of Adidas Canada. 

As the world’s most pop¬ 
ular sport, the international 
soccer championship, held 
every four years, ignites a 
frenzy of marketing oppor¬ 
tunities around the globe. 

There are already limited 
edition soccer shaped Coca- 


Cola bottles on sale in ma¬ 
jor Canadian retail outlets, 
such as Loblaws, and Adidas 
brand national soccer jer¬ 
seys in major sporting 
goods stores, such as 
SportChelc. 

Provocative photos of star 
soccer players grace the 
cover of the current issue of 
Vanity Fair magazine. 

But the real campaign 
will get underway June 11, 
when the first of 30 days of 
games kicks off in the host 
nation, South Africa. 

And while the Canadian 
men’s national team ranks 
63rd in the world, between 
Macedonia and Montene¬ 
gro, the World Cup hits 
home for many first and 


second generation Canadi¬ 
ans from countries where 
football, as it’s called 
everywhere but North 
America, is king. 

The World Cup will be 
huge in Toronto, bigger 
than the 2010 winter 
Olympics, says Alan Mid¬ 
dleton, marketing profes¬ 
sor with York University’s 
Schulich Executive Educa¬ 
tion Centre. 

“You’re going to have 
more packed bars with 
people watching it, people 
talking about it on their 
front steps and in their 
apartment blocks,” Middle- 
ton said. “The Olympics is 
nice. But football is tribal. 
Toronto in particular is a 


series of ethnic communi¬ 
ties who will be passionate¬ 
ly supporting their teams.” 

“It has phenomenal view¬ 
ing within Canada given 
our multicultural element,” 
says Stephen Forbes, CIBC’s 
executive vice-president of 
marketing, communica¬ 
tions and public affairs. 

“So, for us, it’s an oppor¬ 
tunity to lock in a very big 
audience for the month of 
June and July.” 

The bank is one of five 
Canadian companies that 
paid extra for the right to 
categoiy exclusivity during 
game broadcasts. 

The CBC reportedly paid 
$25 million for the broad¬ 
cast rights to the next two 
FIFA World Cups. However, 
the CBC has never released 
a figure publicly, accord¬ 
ing to Scott Moore, execu¬ 
tive director of CBC Sports, 
who says the World Cup is 
selling well.

Debt stresses Americans: Poll 


turnaround The economy 
trudges ahead yet debt 
dogs many Americans, 
stressing them out even as 
they firm up their own fi¬ 
nancial foundations. 

There are new jobs pro¬ 
duced but old worries per¬ 
sisting for people despite 
belt-tightening and boost¬ 
ed savings, according to an 
Associated Press-GfK poll. 

About 46 per cent of 
those surveyed say they’re 
suffering from debt-related 


stress, and half of that 
group described their 
stress as “great deal” or 
“quite a bit.” On the other 
hand, about 53 per cent 
say they feel little or no 
stress at all. 

That’s in line with find¬ 
ings from last year, even 
though the economy is 
growing and generating 
jobs, and households have 
made progress in repairing 
their financial footing.

Interest rate announcement 
from BoC expected this week 


recovery It’s a blockbuster 
week for Canadian eco¬ 
nomic events, headlined 
by a long-anticipated an¬ 
nouncement from the 
Bank of Canada on 
whether it will move inter¬ 
est rates higher. 

Until recently, econo¬ 
mists thought it was prac¬ 
tically a certainty that the 
bank would up rates from 
historical lows of 0.25 per 
cent, where they have 
been since April 2009. 

But doubt started to 
creep in over the last 
month as worries about 
the European government 
debt crisis started to esca¬ 
late, which in turn helped 
drive stock markets 
sharply lower during May. 

What started as concern 
over whether Greece could 
control its unsustainably 
high deficit has grown to 
worry about whether the 
euro currency itself can 
survive as countries mainly 
in southern Europe slash 
spending to lower debt. 

Analysts have said that 
the central bank wouldn’t 
want to be seen raising 
rates at a time when finan-

cial markets are in turmoil. 

“I’ve just seen the senti¬ 
ment on this shift out dra¬ 
matically and I hate to say 
it’s this simple but it is: it is 
whatever global stocks are 
doing,” said Doug Porter, 
deputy chief economist at 
BMO Capital Markets. 

“If it looks like the mar¬ 
kets are calming down and 
settling down then it just 
becomes no issue.” 

But he added that sur¬ 
veys point to a 70 per cent 
chance the bank will up its 
key rate by a quarter point 
tomorrow, “assum¬ 
ing nothing com¬ 
pletely unto¬ 
ward happens 
to the markets 
in the next few 
days.” 

But Porter added 
that apart from signs 
of real stress in financial 
markets, Canadian eco¬ 
nomic conditions have im¬ 
proved so much that the 


bank has to move. 

For example, the bank 
will likely receive news to¬ 
day that the overall econo¬ 
my continued to improve 
strongly during March 
when Statistics Canada re¬ 
leases its latest reading on 
gross domestic product. 

“The early stages of the 
recovery were much 
stronger than anyone had 
really expected,” Porter 
said. 

“If you had to wrap it up 
and tie it up in a bow as to 
why the bank should be 
hiking, I think the back-to- 
back GDP numbers of the 
fourth and first quarters 
provide as strong evidence 
as you need.”

Either the Mooseheads 
keep both in a platoon ro¬ 
tation or one of them is 
expendable in a trade. 
Corbeil, with two seasons 
of Q eligibility to Delmas’ 
one, has more value. 

Dealing a goaltender 
could help the Moose¬ 
heads reshape their ros¬ 
ter, especially if they land 
a goal-scoring forward in 
return.

He got it in the 
form of a spectacular, 
airborne crash that Dario 
brought out a yellow Franchitti 
flag and allowed him 
to cross the line with a scant 
1.6 gallons of fuel left. That 
1.6 gallons left him holding 
a quart of milk, a winner at 
the Brickyard for the second 
time in four years. 

“Still running,” the win¬ 
ner told his crew over the 
radio as he crossed the fin¬ 
ish line, while wreckers 
were moving out to scoop 


up debris from an accident 
that sent Mike Conway into 
the wall and to the hospital 
with a broken left leg. 

The victory made 
Franchitti’s boss, 
Chip Ganassi, the 
first owner to win In¬ 
dy and NASCAR’s 
Daytona 500 in the 
same year. 

It validated the 
Scottish driver’s re¬ 
turn to the IndyCar 
circuit two years af¬ 
ter celebrating his 
2007 Indy victory by mak¬ 
ing an unsuccessful move 
with Ganassi to NASCAR.

Working moms feeling 
impact of poor economy 


The adage “Mother Knows 
Best” is underscored this 
year as working moms rely 
on their resourcefulness to 
guide their families 
through a slow economic 
recovery. 

Twelve per cent of work¬ 
ing moms said their spouse 
or significant other has be¬ 
come unemployed in the 
last 12 months, with two- 
thirds (67 per cent) indicat¬ 
ing that it is causing stress 
at home. Thirty-six per cent 


of working moms said they 
are the sole provider for 
their household and nearly 
one-in-ten (nine per cent) 
have taken on a second job 
in the last 12 months to 
provide for their family. 
This is all according a re¬ 
cent CareerBuilder’s annual 
survey. 

Growing demands at the 
office can make it difficult 
to achieve a healthy 
work/life balance.

Death of a film rebel 

Cancer claims life of Dennis Hopper at age 74 


Dennis Hopper, the high¬ 
flying Hollywood wild 
man whose memorable 
and erratic career includ¬ 
ed an early turn in Rebel 
Without a Cause, an 
improbable smash with 
Easy Rider and a classic 
character role in Blue Vel¬ 
vet, has died. He was 74. 

Hopper died Saturday at 
his home in the Los Ange¬ 
les beach community of 
Venice, surrounded by fam¬ 
ily and friends, family 
friend Alex Hitz said. Hop¬ 
per’s manager announced 
in October 2009 that the ac¬ 
tor-director had been diag¬ 
nosed with prostate cancer. 

The success of Easy Rider 
and the spectacular failure 
of his next film, The Last 
Movie, fit the pattern for 
the talented but sometimes 


uncontrollable Hopper, 
who also had parts in such 
favourites as Apocalypse 
Now and Hoosiers. He was 
a two-time Academy Award 
nominee and in March was 
honoured with a star on 
Hollywood’s Walk of Fame. 

“We rode the highways 
of America and changed 
the way movies were made 
in Hollywood,” Peter Fon¬ 
da, his Easy Ride” costar, 
said in comments carried 
by several news outlets. “I 
was blessed by his passion 
and friendship.” 

After a promising start 
that included roles in two 
James Dean films, Hopper’s 
acting career languished as 
he developed a reputation 
for throwing tantrums and 
abusing alcohol and drugs. 
On the set of True Grit, 





Dennis Hopper, whose film 
Easy Rider became a landmark 
in film and counterculture, 
died of cancer on Saturday. 

Hopper so angered John 
Wayne that the star report¬ 
edly chased Hopper with a 
loaded gun. 


“Much of Hollywood,” 
wrote critic-historian David 
Thomson, “found Hopper a 
pain in the neck.” 

All was forgiven when he 
collaborated with Fonda on 
a script about two pot- 
smolcing, drug-dealing hip¬ 
pies on a cross-country mo¬ 
torcycle trip. 

On the way, Hopper and 
Fonda befriend a drunken 
young lawyer (Jack Nichol¬ 
son in a breakout role) but 
arouse the enmity of South¬ 
ern rednecks and are mur¬ 
dered before they can re¬ 
turn home. 

“Easy Rider was never a 
motorcycle movie to me,” 
Hopper said in 2009. “A lot 
of it was about politically 
what was going on in the 
country.”

2 large egg whites 

1/4 cup 1% milk 

1/2 tsp dried chervil leaves 

or thyme leaves 

1/2 tsp salt 

1/4 tsp pepper 

METHOD: 

1. In 25-cm skillet, cook 
bacon over moderate heat 
until crisp. Remove bacon, 
reserving drippings in skil¬ 
let. Drain bacon on paper 
towels; set aside. 

2. Add potatoes to 
reserved drippings; cook 8 
to 10 minutes or until ten¬ 
der, stirring often. 


3. In large bowl, whisk 
eggs, egg whites, milk, 
chervil, salt and pepper. 
Pour egg mixture over po¬ 
tatoes and bacon. Cook 
over moderate heat with¬ 
out stirring, until set on 
bottom and around edge. 
(Use corner of spatula to 
constantly lift cooked 
edge so uncooked eggs 
flow to bottom.) Cook 3 
minutes or until eggs are 
almost set. Cover; cook 1 
minute or until eggs are 
set but still moist. 
Sprinkle with cooked ba¬ 
con.
